Thanks to 
God's gracious help the German peo- 
ple with never-failing patriotism, un- 
der brilliant military leadership and 
with, the assistance of strong diplom- 
acy, 
are fighting step by step for a 


hapyy future. 


"I cannot but convey my thanks 


on this occasion to you and also to 
your collaborators. God will help us 
to pass through the struggle which 
the hostile attitude of the 
powers, 


still under arms against us has forced 
us to continue and to conclude it vic- 
tonouslj for the good of Germany 
and her allies " 


Emperor William in a telegram to 


Dr.'Richard von Kuehlmann, the 
German secretary for foreign affairs 
said: 


"The conclusion of peace with Ru- 


mania gives me an opportunity of ex- 
pressing my joyful satisfaction that 
peace has now been given to the en- 
tire eastern front. 


"May 
rich blessings descend on the 


peoples concerned from the resump- 
tion of peaceful labor to which they 
can now devote themselves.^ 
"I think you and your collabora- 


tors for the work done in loyal co- 
operation with our allies and I con- 
fer on you as a sign of my apprecia- 
tion the order of the Royal Crown 
of the First Class." 


Chancellor von Hertling's telegram 


to the emperor read: 


"With the conclusion of 
peace 


with Rumania the state of war on 
the entire eastern front has been 
terminated. 
Under jour majesty's 


firm and sacred leadership and the 
devoted readiness and self sacrifice 
of the entire German nation, especi-

Toledo, May 8 —The body of a 


well dressed young woman, with 
eight knife wounds in the head and. 
face and a dog chain around her neck 
was found in the Maamee river early 
today by Mrs. Jennie Savage, who 
was out in a ro\v boat. Two weeks 
ago the police found blood stains, 
some hair from a woman's head and 
side combs on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road bridge, less than a quarter of a 
mile from the point at which the 
body was found today. The print of 
a man's shoe was in the midst of the 
blood stains. The river was dragged 
at that time, without result. Though 
the body was found today was badly 
decomposed. Coroner Henzler says it 
doubtless explains the tragedy of the 
bridge.- His theory is that the wom- 
an was first stabbed and then chok- 
ed with the chain. She was, appar- 
ently, about 22 years old and well 
dressed. The clothing bears no identi- 
fication marks.

be attended by a conglomeration, ot 
other, and less worthy matters, that 
could only tend to confuse the issue 
and hamper you in your plan to re- 
habilitate your financial condition." 


The governor pledged his support

Capt. Hall was popular through- 
out the army and had -won admira- 
tion by his daring coolness and skill 
in handling his machine, i

The captain's flying companions 


are all certain he would have knock- 
ed out his opponent Had it not been 
for a maneuver unheard of so far as 
American and -French pilots in this 
section of France are concerned 
It 


has been considered dangerous to the 
last degree to bring up a' machine 
sharply from a downward jplunge be- 
cause the strain is almost certain to 
cause the collapse of some vital'part. 
The German aviator whom Captain 
Hall was pursuing being hard press- 
ed, adopted this desperate expedient 
to escape death and won. He wag 
thus enabled to pour a stream of 
machine gun bullets into the bottom 
of Hull's machine. 


The captains companions waited 


for several hours after the fight for 
him to return before giving him up 
for lost. They felt certain that un- 
less some serious accident had oc- 
curred he would return, notwith- 
standing the fact that he was seen to 
plunge toward the earth. The avia- 
tors all have the greatest confidence 
in him and express the conviction 
that if he landed safely and was cap- 
tured he will escape eventually.

Churchill, minister of munitions, ic 
reply to a resolution of the executive 
of t\e National Brass Workers'1 and 
Metal Mechanics' Union. The resolu- 
tion exhorted all workers at home to 
help the soldiers in the trenches, not 
only by sympathy but by doing their 
utmost to increase the supply of war 
munitions and to swell the fighting 
forces. 
Colonel Churchill, In his re- 


ply, after expressing appreciation of 
the worthy part played by the metal' 
workers, says: 


"Although the crisis is grave and 


will continue so for many, weeks. 
I have profound confidence that we 
shall not be beaten down; that right 
and freedom will not be beaten 
down. 


"In the present battle the Ger- 


mans are attempting to destroy 
armies nearly as Numerous as their 
own and quite as well armed. We 
are seeking only to maintain our- 
selves against them, which is a very 
different thing. I do not believe the 
German reserves are sufficient for 
their ambitious program. 


"Although the German command* 
ers declare their readiness to sacri- 
fice a million men; or, if need be, T» 
million and a half, the French and 
British armies will not be overcome. 
They will maintain a firm front 
throughout the summer, using their 
deadly weapons upon the German 
front and husbanding their own 
strength. Meanwhile, our Wtb and 
kin from the United States are com- 
ing to onr aid as fast as ships can 
steam; onr navy is coping with the 
submarines and our airmen see mas- 
tery of the air in view. 


"If we hold, we will win. If we 


win, the cruel system which let loose 
these horrors on the world will per- 
ish amid tbe execration of those who 
are its dnpes and slaves.

But her studied 


subtlety will fool none in the en- 
tente and will delude America not 
at all.

west, she admits her inability to win 
there. For her adversaries to adopt 
the German program even as a ten- 
tative basis of preliminary discus- 
sions would be for them to renounce 
the principles for which they are con- 
tending.

country otherwise than in the fight- 
ing ranks. The registration ought to 
be general and to include all Ameri- 
cans old enough and not too old 
either to work or fight. 
Most Amer- 


icans between the ages of 18 and CC 
are- able to serve, and the govern- 
ment ought to know who they are 
and where they are and what thev 
are .best fitted to do. 


A general industrial registration 


would supply this information and be 
of the greatest value to the govern- 
ment when next it finds production 
lagging in some vital war industry 
It should know, in such case, wheth- 
er private industry in any seotiou 
of the country was unduly draining 
the labor supply and injuriously af- 
| feeling the operation of war plants 
The registration cards in 'the var- 
ious industrial centers would show 
that, and certainly the government 
would be justified in some regula- 
tion of such industry to the end that 
the war crafts should not suffer. 


The principle of registration for 


military service is that every Amer- 
ican of suitable age is equally obli- 
gated to bear arms. The same prin- 
ciple ought to apply as to every other 
kind of service that enters into the 
making of war. and the making of 
war is largely an industrial problem. 
What our resources are for making 
it. in industrial as well as man-pow- 
er, ought not to be merely guessed 
at. 
The government ought to know 


these things and a universal regis- 
tration would not only supply the in- 
formation in a form ready for instant 
use but would cause every American 
to feel that he had not been over- 
looked, but was on the roll and ready 
when his country needed him.

Where Men Embroider. 


Embroidery might be called the 


household Industry of Japan, and It 
Is an industry—or rm art, perhaps one 
would better say—that has been hand- 
ed down in the same families for many 
generations. Men, as well as women, 
ore engaged in the work, which is 
done in the homes or in small shops 
where they have a few apprentices, 
usually from three to ten, and a num- 
ber of skilled embroiderers. The ma- 
jority of the workers are men who 
have been trained as apprentices to 
produce the finer grade of wrok which 
is demanded by the Japanese people. 
There are .probably about 1,500 in all 
now engaged In this industry, accord- 
Ing to a recent estimate. Women do 
embroidery- at home in some parts of 
Japan. This Is done by the piece-work 
system, upon which payment is based. 
The contractors supply their workers 
with the materials needed, although 
sometimes the wholesale dealer at- 
tends to this directly.

Water di- 
vide the old from th<» n<-w town and 
surrounds the island and the suburbs, 
where the Europeans live, so that Can- 
ton ha* an abundance of picturesque 
water lif«, including a big houseboat 
population.

Weakened Hair ItootH. 


For women who are troubled with 


tightened scalp and weakened hair 
roots, the following will be found a 
good remedy. Oil of almonds one 
pint, alkenat root two and a quarter 
ounces*, oil of cloves, mace and rose 
each nineteen grains, oil of cinnamon 
one dram, tincture of musk, if the 
odor is liked, fifteen grains. 


The coarsely 
powdered alkanet 


root must be soaked in the almond 
oil, being kept at a gentle heat all 
the while until the oil is a deep red. 
Then strain through a cheese cloth 
and add the other oils slowly, putting 
in the perfume last, drop by drop, 
with the vessel away from the fire. 
This oil is also excellent for falling 
hair, however induced, and it like- 
wise may be used to advantage with 
hair constitutionally thin. 
It must 


be applied only to the scalp and al- 
ways with massage. 


For the conditions which cause the 


scalp to dry and tighten and give off 
tiny scales, there are a number of 
reasons for this condition, such as 
shampooing the hair 
with strong 


soaps, the over use of soda, borax 
and ammonia, hot curling tongs, and 
the use of false hair and cushions. 
Without these, also, ceitain stages 
of anemia will bring about the same 
unpleasant disorder. 


Massage is indicated for heads suf- 


fering from this trouble, as the tirst 
icquirement is to loosen* the scalp 
and encourage the flow of the natur- 
al oils. If there is no other urgent 
at hand, a few drops of crude oil or 
olive oil niav be used.

Along the battle lines in northern 


France the allied troops still await 
the shock of renewed heavy fighting 
by the Germans.

and he has not been able to perfect 
his arrangements because the diffi- 
culties of bringing his supplies over 
the battle torn ground 'of Flanders 
and Picardy. 


Having gained some advantageous 


positions in local fighting, the allies 
are waiting for the next effort of the 
Germans, which already has been 
delayed much longer than in urevi- 
ous lulls since the beginning of the 
offensive on March 21.

positions -and this fact must also add 
to the pertudbation of the enemy 
who has nothing remarkable in mili-

heavy losses of the past seven weeks. 


The edging-in piocess was contin- 


ued by the British last night in the 
important sector east of Amiens, be- 
tween the Ancre and the Somme, the 
Australians following up their recent 
successes here. The operation was a 
purely local one, but it resulted in 
anchoring the British line more firm- 
ly on the ridge between Sailly-Le-

RAINS HELP INDIAN VILLAGE 


Good Rice Crops Grown In Abundant 


Moisture and Region Is Noted 


for Good Cattle. 


Sylhet Is a city In the most curious 


part of India—the great, low lying, 
Jungly, flooded, tea and rice districts 
of the far Southeast. Sylhet tea Is 
known all over the peninsula. 


So low do these regions lie that the 


heavy rains of the rainy (season result 
in their being flooded for many months 
cf the year. Though far Inland, after 
the rains this Is literally a sea, whei 
all travel" Is by boat and even ships of 
some size can navigate. The torren- 
tial downpours flood the lower parts of 
the country to a depth of many feet. 
There is one little village at the base 
of the Khasia hills which had a meas- 
ured rainfall of 60 feet in one year, 
an exchange says. 


The villages of this cnrions district 


•Jbout Syll st are s>et on the crest of 
nllls. After the rains fall they are is- 
lands. 
Hfoe people are very expert 


boatmen and the children can swim 
almost as soon as they can walk. 
This Is probably tbe only part of In- 
dia where the canoe Is in use. A craft 
not unlike the American is manufac- 
tured by hollowing out a tree trunk 
very thin. Larger canoes, propelled 
by 20 paddles, are made in the same 
way, and canoe racing is one of the 
principal sports. 


The villagers of these island villages 


keep diminutive cattle which they feed 
largely on marsh grasses cut from 
boats. As a result of abundant feed 
and lack of exercise, the cows grow 
fat and sleek to a degree unusual 
among the lean Indian cattle. Their 
milk, butter and cheese are known as 
delicacies in the nearby cities. These 
same villages raise unusually fine rice,

DUCKS FOR MEAT AXD EGGS. 


On general farms ducks can be 


raised with success and at a profit. 
As a source of income, however, they 
do not appear to be as well adapted 
for the average farm as chickens, but 
under certain conditions they are 
good money-makers. .The demand 
for ducks' eggs is more limited than 
for hens" eggs, and though ducks for 
table use usually bring a good price, 
their market is also more limited and 
if. mostly confined to large cities. For 
this reason it is advisable to study 
the market conditions before making 
any large investment in ducks. 
Intensive duck farming on a large 


scale has been more successful tha_n 
intensive 
chi<ken 
raising. 
Pekin 


ducks, which arc kept extensively by 
commercial growers, are less subject 
to disease than chickens, and artifi- 
cial methods of hatching and rearing 
1'ive been use.;! very successfully with 
them. Farmers a? a rule hax-e rare- 
ly j;iven <he necessary care of the 
feeding and marketing of their duck- 
lings to secure any large share of the 
trade in fancy green d«cks. 
It is 


this trade which attracts tfce com- 
mercial duck raiser. 
A green duck 


is a duckling which is grown rapidly 
and marketed when from S to 12 
weeks old, weighing at that time 
from 4 1-2 to <! pounds. They are 
usually sold in the spring and sum- 
mer and bring high prices.

who grow diuks generally market 
them in the fall wh^-n the prices are 
low as compared to jiriors earlier in 
the season.—17, S.

TOWN HENS MAKE 


FOOD FROM WASTE 


Poultry and eggs him* never been 


cheap food for the 
city dweller. 


There is no hope that they can be, 
during the contluuaiuc of the war 
and its necessarily attendant high 
prices, even as relatively cheap as 
they ordinarily have beon. The only 
possibility of cheap e^Ks for the city 
family lies in keeping enough hens 
in the back yard, where they can bo 
supported 
principally 
on kitchen 


waste, to supply the family table. 
Keeping hens in the buck yard is at 
once an economic "opportunity for 
city families and an essential part of 
the campaign for increasing poultry 
production. 


What may be donp with fowls in 


a back yard depends upon the size 
of the yard, the character of the 
soil, the conditions ot sunlight, shade 
and ventilation,'and the interest and 
skill of the poultry-keeper. 
The 


smallest and least favorably situated 
back yard affords an >pportunity to 
keep at least enough liens to supply 
eggs for the household. 
The num- 


ber of hens needed 'lor that purpose 
is twice the number of persons to be 
supplied. 
Hence, the smallest flock 


to be considered consists of four 
hens. 
When hens are kept only to 


furnish eggs for the table no mlae 
bird is needed. 


A coop for a flock of four hens 


should have a floor area of about 20 
square feet, or about five feet per 
hen. 
For larger flocks the space 


allowance per bird may be a little 
less, because the space is used in 
common and eaph bird has the use 
ot" all the coop except what her com- 
panion actually occupy For the or- 
dinary flock of 10 to 13 hens/the 
space allowance should be about tour 
square feet per hen. 


With proper care the blackyard 


poultry-keeper can keep hens, for 


only, confining tbein contin- 


uously to their coops, and have them 
lay well nearly as long as they 
would be profitahle layers under nat- 
ural conditions. 
While hens like 


freedom, good feed and care reconcile 
them to confinement, and mature, 
rugged birds often lay more eggs iu 
close confinement than when at lib- 
erty. 


If the space admits of giving the 


little backyard flock more room than 
a coop of the minimum size requir- 
ed, the condition of the land will de- 
termine the form in which the addi- 
tional space should he given. If the 
soil is well drained and free from 
such filth as often contaminates the 
soil of small hack yards, a yard for 
the fowls may he fenced in, allow- 
ing 20 to 30 square feet of yard 
room per bird. 
The opportunity for 


exercise on the land and in the open 
air which this gives the hens will 
benefit them, and make life for them 
more interesting". 


If the soil is poorlv drained and 


foul, the hens "will thrive and lay 
better if not allowed on it at all. In 
that case, the best way to give them 
some benefit of the extra space 
available is to build adjoining the 
coop a shed covering about the same 
amount of ground, and having the 
front inclosed only *ith wire net- 
ting. The foul earth ttnder this shed 
should be removed and the floor 
filled in a few inches higher than 
the old surface with fresh earth or 
sand. 
By proper attention to cleanliness 


this" may be kept in sanitary condi- 
tion for a year or more. 
Whatever 


advantage can be given the hens in 
this way will tend to increase pro- 
duction, and to prolong the period 
of profitable laying. 
The eggs of 


hens kept in small back yards are 
perfectly good for eating, hut of lit- 
tle value for hatching even when-fer- 
tile. Good chickens cannot be grown 
under such conditions. 
The hens 


will usually lay well for about a 
year. Then they should be replaced 
with farm-grown pullets. 
It is known as a matter of expec- 


ience and observation that town and 
city people who have to figure costs 
of food closely have not been accus- 
tomed to use eugs freely except in 
the season of flush production and 
low prices- A great many such fam- 
ilies can - keep a few hens in the 
back yard, anckeven "with low pro- 
duction get many more eggs than 
they have been accustomed to use.— 
U. S. Department Agriculture.

CALL ON MAY 25 


Newark will have to send-09 men 


from the city on May 25, on the big 
draft call, and Licking county's quota 
is 98, but the city and county both 
may be asked to 
furnish 
even 
a 


greater number of men. 


This morning the local draft board 


received . the 
following 
telegram 


from Adjutant Wood: "Your quojta 
under 'movement beginning May 2§, 
is C9, White men. 
Be prepared to 


furnish in addition to these if neces- 
sary, 25 per .cent Of this quota. "Wire 
this office at once the largest possi- 
ble number of men you can furnish." 


The call is for men qualified for 


general military service 
and will 


probably be sent to Camp Sherman. 
If men are called over 
the 
quota 


stated, they will be used to fill quo- 
tas in other towns where the first 
class men have been exhausted. 


In assigning the quotas cognizance 


was taken of the number of men that 
have enlisted, and Zanesville on this 
draft will have to furnish no men 
either from the city or county as 
they have a surplus of enlisted men. 
In Newark since July 1, 131 men 
have enlisted and in the county 70 
have enlisted. These men were de- 
ducted from the quota for May 25. 


Just what camp the men called 


for this month will.be assigned to is 
not known as calls have been made 
for three camps, 
including Camp 


Sherman, and the entrainment no- 
tices have not reached the local draft 
board. 


AMERICANS IN 


AN AIR BATTLE 


WITH GERMANS

emy machines and driving it down- 
ward while firing with his machine 
gun. The pair made a spiral dive 
from 6000 meters to 4000, 
when 


the German suddenly leversed his 
machine and started to rise. 
In a 


quick turn he poured a deadly stream 
of machine gun bullets into the bot- 
tom of Hall's machine. Captain Hall 
promptly came out of the spiral and 
made a drive for the earth. He "was 
last seen attempting to complete this 
inanouevre. 


In the meantime the enemy ma- 


chines that the other Americans had 
engaged dropped toward the ground. 
It is unknown what 
happened to 


them, but two of them 
apparently 


were in distress. No credit-for a vic- 
tory is given the Americans, because 
official' verification of the destruc- 
tion of the enemy was impossible. 


'Captain Hall's machine had paint- 


ed upon its side the first American 
airplane insignia to appear on the 
battle line. It was in the form of a 
"hat in the ring" sign, showing a 
starry striped high hat usually pic- 
tured on Uncle Sam, surrounded by a 
golden ring. 


Despite the bad weather German 


machines were out in force. Alarm 
after alarm was answered by the Am- 
ericans. Lieutenant Cunningham en- 
gaged one machine when five .more 
of the enemy joined in. The' lieu- 
tenant kept up the fight until 
his 


machine gun jammed, when he re- 
turned to the American lines with ten 
bullet holes in his plane. 


The usual German game was to 


have a small number of planes appear 
near the American lines while a re- 
serve of four or five machines re- 
mained out of sight until the Ameri- 
cans came into action. The reserves 
would then swoop down in an 
at- 


tempt to wipe out the Americans. The 
American aviators met this by an- 
swering alarms with twice the num- 
ber of machines it was reported the 
Germans had. 


As a result of today's activity it is 


believed the Germans sent some of 
their best fliers to this sector to at- 
tempt to annihilate the American fly- 
ing force.
